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The data in this Statistical Summary, compiled by the 
Ministry of Colleges and Universities, relate to the 
students, staff, and the financing of provincially assisted 
post-secondary educational institutions in Ontario. 


The 1975-76 edition of this book indicates continued 
Stabilization of growth in full-time post-secondary 
enrolment at both colleges and universities. The data show 
an enrolment increase over the previous year of 6.07 per 
cent at universities and 5.81 per cent at colleges of applied 
arts and technology. 


Part-time enrolment follows a similar pattern with an 
increase over the previous year of 7.97 per cent at 
universities and 5.81 per cent at colleges of applied arts 
and technology.
